What courts constitute the federal 
judiciary V 
Oui Constitution specifies in Ar­ 
ticle III that “the judicial power of 
the En: tr-d States shall be vested in 
one Supreme Court, and In such 
inferior courts as the Congress may 
from time to time ordain aud estab­ 
lish.’’ 
Th *ra can be only one court that 
is Supreme and our Constitution 
provides for that. But as the number 
of inferior courts must be accommo­ 
dated to the changing extent and 
population of tho country, our Con­ 
stitution leaves the establishing of 
these to Congress. 
The Judiciary Act of 1789 estab­ 
lished tho tirst of such courts con­ 
sisting of three Circuit Courts (now 
changed to Circuit Courts of Ap- 
P al) aud thirteen District Courts. 
Gradually Congress increased the 
number of courts and of judges, the 
greatest increases occurring during 
the flood of federal cases in the pro­ 
hibition era. There are now ten Cir­ 
cuit Courts of Appeal, 86 District 
Courts of original jurisdiction, with 
District Courts also lo* Alaska, Ha­ 
waii. Porto Rico and the Canal Zone. 
In general, a case originates in a

With all the patronage-giv­ 
ing and face-saving schemes at Wash­ 
ington it will be no .surprise if the 
so-called compromise doesn’t pass in 
a worse form than as orginally pro­ 
posed. We wonder if those who are 
supnosed to be on guard are alive to 
the fact that eternal vigilance is still 
the price of liberty?

It is an ancient and honorable say­ 
ing th a t “nothing is ever settled un­ 
til it is settled right.” We w*ere prom­ 
ised that the Wagner Act was going 
to settle all labor troubles. Instead, 
the country is faced by more serious 
labor troubles than ever cursed it at 
any time before. The reason why is 
two-fold. 
The proponents 
of the 
measure scorned two basic factors 
neither of which can be ignored with­ 
out further complicating rather than 
clarifying 
the problems 
involved 
First, despite the best of human in­ 
tentions or the wisest of planning 
there is an 
economic 
law that in­ 
dustry can employ labor only so long 
and only to th* extent 
that labor’s 
production can produce a sufficient 
profit over cost 
of 
production to 
maintain industry as a going concern 
When labor ceases 
to do that its 
value to industry ceases and industry 
must fail— fail labor because failing 
to 
produce profit* 
for 
capital. 
Second, it is a law of 
liberty and 
good morals that no man is bound 
to any job— that it is the privilege of 
any man to quit any job when he is 
convinced that he 
has 
sufficient 
reason for so doing. 
By the same 
rule, w hen a man quits his job he has 
no further claim to 
it— he has, in 
fact, forfeited any rightful claim to 
it whtp he fails to render the full 
service for which he 
is employed. 
The Wagner law ignors these basic 
principles and the country is reaping 
the consequences in conditions that 
portend 
civil war to 
an alarming 
degree. Statutory enactments that do 
not conform to the immutible arid 
unchanging law** of right and wrong 
inevitably complicate 
th*1 ill* 
they 
were m eant to correct.

“There is growing up a new class, 
which, by the ownership of govern- 
l lent securities, has more privileges 
and 
less responsibility

“ It is probable that not one person 
out of ten realizes ii at government 
borrowings are exempt from taxation.

If the 
g ivcm m ent’s hydro-electric projects 
row being developed on the Columbia 
River should earn $*0,000,000 from 
the sale of electricity, this income 
would be practically tax exempt un­ 
iter existing policies.

tions, which the masses have to poy. 
I he government’s subsidized tax-ex- 
tm pt industries dodge the taxes which 
all other business has to pay. 
“ Is it any wonder that the cost of 
government, and taxation of the com­ 
mon people rises as the tax-exempt 
government borrowings increase, to 
build bigger and better tax-exempt 
< xperiments in all parts of toe United 
States? 
“ Think it ovgr and see where th** 
system will lead our nation.”
